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It  is  desirable  that  all  students  enrolling  in  this  department  shall  have 
previously  completed  the  Third  Part  of  Arithmetic — Ray's  written;  some 
Elementary  English  Grammar;  and  the  usual  Free  School  Course  of  in- 
struction in  Geography,  Reading,  &c.  Tliey  will  then  be  prepared  to  enter 
at  once  upon  the  work  of  such  reviews  in  these  several  studies  as  are  pre- 
scribed in  the  Normal  Course  of  training.  After  completing  the  above 
named  studies  in  the  elementary  school,  students  designing  to  enter  the 
Normal  School  should  do  so  at  once  and  not  delay,  thinking  to  enter  ad- 
vanced classes. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be  confined  almost  entirely  to 
the  English  branches,  the  great  object  being  to  send  out  teachers  fitted  in 
every  respect  to  teach  the  schools  of  our  State.  Every  effort  will  be  made 
to  secure  thorough  study  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  English  tongue. 
To  be  thoroughly  prepared  the  teacher  must  master  not  only  matter  but 
method.  Normal  students  will  be  required  from  time  to  time  to  take 
charge  of  classes  in  order  to  learn  to  do  by  doing. 

This  course  is  intended  to  embrace  three  years — Junior,  Middle,  and 
Senior  ;  and  upon  the  completion  of  the  Senior  course  and  an  examina- 
tion, equal  at  least  to  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  asked  upon 
the  studies  of  the  same,  the  Board  of  Regents  will  confer  upon  the  candi- 
date a  Dijjloma,  with  the  title  of  Normal  Graduate.  It  is  made  requisite 
to  a  diploma  that  the  student  shall  have  good  moral  habits,  good  literary 
habits,  a  maturity  of  judgment,  and  other  personal  accomplishments  essen- 
tial to  give  popular,  social,  and  school  success  to  the  teacher. 

The  object  of  Free  Schools  is  to  make  the  youth  of  our  country  honora- 
ble and  virtuous  citizens,  and  for  this  work  teachers  should  have  speci;il 
training.  This  Normal  School  is  open  to  aid  young  men  and  women  in 
this  peculiar  self-preparation,  and  it  is  expected  that  all  who  graduate  have 
attained  conmjendable  proticiency  in  this  direction.

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ORIGIN   OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

During  the  spring  of  1871,  Mr.  Shepherd  Brooks,  the  grandson  and  heir 
of  the  late  Rezin  Davis  Shepherd,  of  this  vicinity,  was  applied  to  for  the 
buildings  erected  by  his  grandfather  in  Shepherdstown,  (which  had  been 
used  as  a  court-house  while  the  county  seat  was  at  this  place,  and  to  which 
the  county  had  added  two  wings),  for  the  purpose  of  opening  therein  a 
Classical  and  Scientific  School.  Permission  was  readily  given,  and  after 
some  preliminary  arrangement  a  lease  of  the  property  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  renewable,  was  granted  for  that  purpose.  A  Board  of  Trustees  was 
incorporated,  with  a  charter  conferring  upon  them  certain  privileges  simi- 
lar to  other  institutions  of  learning.  Tlie  school  was  opened  in  September, 
1871,  and  February  27th,  following,  the  Legislature  established  a  Branch 
State  Normal  School  in  Shepherd  College,  which  school  was  organized  by 
the  Regents,  November  21,  1872.  This  act  was  amended  by  an  act  ap- 
proved February  14,  1873,  but  before  it  was  put  into  operation  it  was  an- 
nulled by  the  Amended  School  law,  passed  April  12,  1874,  which  re-enacted 
the  law  of  February  27,  1872.  Owing  to  these  changes  and  delays,  the 
school  did  not  get  fully  into  operation  until  September  9,  1873,  but  has 
been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 

THE  DESIGN   OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  design  of  the  school  is  to  afford  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  thor- 
ough English  education,  and  to  train  teachers  for  the  Free  Schools  of  the 
State.  In  addition  to  the  English  or  Normal  Course,  there  is  a  Collegiate 
Department,  in  which  the  studies  are  so  arranged  that  all,  whether  desir- 
ing to  become  teachers  or  not,  may  obtain  a  good  education  and  be  pre- 
pared for  the  practical  duties  of  life.  One  great  object  being  to  supply  the 
demand  for  an  Intermediate  School,  in  which  a  more  extensive  English 
Course  may  be  taught,  and  at  the  same  time  enable  pupils  to  obtain  a  cred- 
itable proficiency  in  the  Classics  and  Mathematics  so  that  they  may  con- 
tinue these,  if  desirable,  in  the  higher  institutions  of  learning,  in  which 
more  time  can  be  given  to  such  studies.  The  expenses  have  been  made  so 
moderate  that  all  can  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  aftbrded  of 
pursuing  an  extended  course  of  study.  The  school  is  open  to  both  sexes, 
but  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  so  arranged  that  each  department  can 
be  kept  entirely  separate.  The  ladies  and  gentlemen  come  together  only 
at  recitations,  lectures  and  general  assemblages,  at  which  time  they  are  al- 
ways in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  of  the  instructors. 
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CLASSIFICATION. 

In  order  to  impart  thorough  instruction  in  the  English  branches,  all  pu- 
pils will  be  classified  underthe  Normal  Course,  whether  desiring  to  become 
teachers  or  not,  and  the  pursuit  of  this  course,  and  a  full  acquaintance 
with  it,  will  be  enjoined  upon  all. 

Students,  after  completing  the  Normal  Course,  can  enter  the  Collegiate 
Department,  or,  when  it  will  not  abridge  the  Normal  Course,  they  may 
carry  the  two  along  together. 

THE  METHOD  OF  TEACHING. 

Instruction  is  given  by  daily  recitations,  by  familiar  remarks  and  illus- 
trations upon  each  lesson  recited,  by  blackboard  exercises  and  lectures. 
Frequent  exemplifications  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  various 
branches,  will  be  given.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  thestudent 
in  his  studies  and  induce  api^lication  on  his  part,  without  which  all 
teaching  is  vain. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  WORK. 

It  is  the  peculiar  province  of  Normal  Schools  to  train  students  for  the 
office  of  teachers,  and  point  out  to  them  the  most  approved  and  successful 
methods  of  instruction  and  recitation,  as  well  as  the  best  system  of  organ- 
izing, classifying  and  governing  schools.  It  includes  a  knowledge  of  the 
branches  taught,  as  well  as  the  manner  of  teaching  them,  and  its  object  is 
to  form  in  the  students  economical  and  regular  habits  of  study,  so  as  to 
prepare  them  for  intelligent  and  systematic  teachers.  And  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  success  of  this  school — as  a  Normal  School — is  to  be 
found  in  the  well  known  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  its  graduates  have 
taught  successfully  and  that  by  far  the  larger  number  of  schools  in  this 
region  are  in  the  hands  of  Normal  Graduates. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the  English  language  cannot  be  mas- 
tered by  the  study  of  Grammar  only  ;  nor  by  mere  reading.  The  theory 
of  language  is  the  expression  of  thought,  correctly  and  concisely.  The 
study  of  the  English  language  in  its  widest  sense  means  the  study  of  Eng- 
lisli  prose  and  verse,  and  a  constant  practice  in  composition. 

The  aim,  therefore,  in  this  department  is  :  (1)  To  give  the  pupil  a  good 
knowledge  of  his  mother  tongue,  embracing  its  history,  structure  and 
philological  relations  ;  (2)  To  cultivate  the  power  of  thought,  and  to  aid 
and  encourage  the  pupil  in  the  expression  of  thought,  in  the  form  of  both 
verbal  and  written  composition;  (3)  To  form  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  good 
literature,  and  to  lead  the  pupil  by  successive  steps  up  to  the  appreciation 
of  the  English  classics,  which,  in  the  advanced  classes,  are  studied  criti- 
cally and  with  no  less  Zealand  faithfulness  than  the  ancient  classics  are  in 
our  best  colleges. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  pursue  the  Normal  Course  prescribed,  whether  State  pupils 
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or  not,  and  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  same  equal  to  seventy-tive  per 
cent,  of  the  questions  asked,  will  receive  a  Diploma  from  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

DEGREES. 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  confer  upon  such  students  as  have  com- 
pleted the  English  course  of  studies  prescribed  for  the  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment, and  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same,  a  Diploma 
with  the  title  of  Mistress  or  Master  of  English  Literature,  accompanied  by 
a  Certificate  certifying  their  degree  of  proficiency  in  the  Ancient  and  Mod- 
ern Languages. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Each  class  will  be  examined  upon  the  studies  of  the  year,  and  no  student 
will  be  permitted  to  advance  until  said  examination  has  been  sustained. 
Willful  absence  from  examination  will  not  be  tolerated.  These  examina- 
tions will  be  conducted  by  the  teachers  in  their  respective  departments, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  of  the  School,  and  will  be  either 
oral  or  written  or  both  combined.  The  names  of  the  students  who  stand 
in  the  first  grade  in  these  examinations,  and  average  the  same  in  their 
monthly  reports,  will  be  read  out  at  Commencement,  as  distinguished. 

ADVANTAGES- 

This  scliool  has  many  advantages.  Among  which  are  the  opportunities 
afforded  for  a  good  English  education  ;  the  facilities  for  study  ;  the  com- 
fortable rooms  ;  the  moderate  expenses  ;  the  healthfulness  and  accessibility 
of  the  place;  the  refined  and  cultivated  character  of  the  community.  The 
study  rooms  are  commodious,  comfortable,  well  lighted,  and  furnished 
with  improved  desks,  and  the  recitation  rooms  are  well  adapted  for  that 
purpose. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  gov^ernment  of  the  institution  will  be  mild  but  firm.  Students  are 
expected  to  do  promptly  what  is  required  of  them,  to  obey  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  school,  and  to  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  and 
ladies — refraining  from  alT improprieties  of  conduct.  The  better  feelings 
of  the  pujMls  and  their  sense  of  right  will  be  appealed  to,  rather  than  severe 
and  violent  measures  used.  Scholarship  will  be  the  main  object,  but  a  due 
regard  will  be  had  and  proper  attention  paid  to  the  health  and  morals  of 
the  pupils.    Idleness  and  neglect  of  studies  will  not  be  tolerated. 

MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  pupils, 
made  up  from  the  daily  record  of  the  several  instructors,  will  be  sent  to  pa- 
rents, and  they  are  earnestly  requested  to  examine  them  and  report  to  the 
Principal  whether  they  are  regularly  received.  Parents  and  guardians 
should  show  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  their  children  and  wards,  and 
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as  often  as  possible  attend  their  recitations.  Parents  are  requested  to  sign 
and  return  the  reports  to  the  teachers. 

POST  GRADUATES. 

Graduates  of  either  Department  of  the  College  may  obtain  the  privilege 
of  continuing  their  studies  in  any  special  branches  that  they  may  desire, 
by  application  to  the  Principal. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  are  new,  commodious,  admirably  arranged  for  the  purpose 
intended,  consisting  of  a  Public  Hall,  Library,  Recitation  and  Lecture 
Rooms,  and  beautifully  situated  on  an  eminence  near  the  centre  of  the 
town,  with  handsome  grounds  surrounding.  The  main  building  was  erected 
by  the  late  R.  D.  Shepherd,  of  this  vicinity,  and  wings  have  been  added 
since,  the  whole  costing  more  than  130,000.  The  use  of  said  buildings  has 
been  generously  donated  to  the  Trustees,  by  Shepherd  Brooks,  Esq.,  of 
Boston,  his  grandson,  for  school  purposes. 

LOCATION. 

Shepherdstown  is  a  village  of  about  1,700  inhabitants,  on  the  south  bank 
of  the  Potomac,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  is  noted  for 
its  healthfulness,  many  seeking  it  as  a  summer  resort.  It  is  easy  of  access 
by  the  S.  V.  Railroad.  There  are  six  churches  in  the  village,  and  pupils 
can  attend  any  one  their  parents  may  desire.  The  commuity  is  noted  for 
its  morality  and  sobriety. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  the  Normal  Department,  the  applicant,  if  a  male,  must  be  four- 
teen years  of  age;  if  a  female,  thirteen  years  of  age  ;  and  must  be  able  to 
pass  an  examination  in  Spelling,  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and 
First  Lessons  in  English  Grammar,  To  enter  the  Collegiate  Department 
they  must  each  beoneyear  older  and  must  be  prepared  to  stand  an  examina- 
tion upon  the  Junior  Normal  Course  ;  this  will  be  insisted  upon. 

The  time  for  this  examination  will  be  the  first  day  of  the  opening  term, 
when  pupils  will  be  assigned  to  the  classes  for  which  they  are  found  pre- 
pared. All  applications  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  terms. 

EXPENSES. 

The  rates  of  tuition  of  pay  scholars  are  fixed  as  follows  :

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance.  No  abatement  will  be  made  for  a  frac- 
tion of  a  month,  or  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  extending  over 
a  month,  and  for  suspension  or  expulsion.    State  Normal  pupils  enter  free 
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of  charge  for  tuition  and  ut^e  of  Library  and  apparatus,  but  are  required  to 
pay  $1.00  per  term  incidental  fee. 

Board  can  be  had  in  private  families  at  from  §2.50  to  $4.00  per  week.  Stu- 
dents who  board  in  town  will  be  under  the  care  of  the  teachers  at  all  times, 
and  families  who  board  pupils  will  be  required  to  report  any  misconduct 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  or  any  neglect  of  studies. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College — the  Par- 
thenian,  composed  of  females,  and  the  Ciceronian,  composed  of  males. 
These  aftbrd  special  advantages  in  Composition,  Reading,  Declamation, 
Oration,  etc.,  which  are  required  in  the  regular  course.  All  those  intend- 
ing to  complete  a  course  here  are  expected  to  connect  themselves  with  a 
Literary  Society  and  become  working  members. 

LIBRARY  AND  CABINET- 

The  Library  and  Cabinet  are  yat  small.  Contributions  to  both  are  solici- 
ted. We  earnestly  urge  the  friends  of  this  College  to  assist  in  completing 
the  Library  and  establishing  a  Reading  Room.  The  influence  of  good  lit- 
erature as  an  educator  is  incalculable.  Put  the  proper  books  and  papers  in 
the  reach  of  students,  teach  them  how  to  use  these,  and  you  i)ut  them  on 
the  only  true  highway  of  learning.  They  then  begin  to  think  and  to  inves- 
tigate for  themselves,  and  having  instilled  in  them  a  love  of  good  literature 
they  will  avoid  the  bad.  The  College  asks  its  friends  to  contribute  books 
and  funds  to  procure  books.  These  will  be  lasting  monuments  to  their 
generosity.  We  shall  be  under  obligations  to  the  editors  and  publishers  of 
the  various  newspapers  of  the  State  if  they  will  favor  our  Reading  Table 
with  copies  of  their  i)apers. 

MUSIC 

This  department  is  not  made  a  part  of  the  College  curriculum,  but  a 
teacher  of  vocal  and  instrumental  Music  will  be  employed,  and  an  opportu- 
nity given  to  those  who  desire  to  pursue  this  branch,  to  take  lessons  at  the 
instructor's  charges,  which  will  be  made  moderate. 

MORAL  CULTURE. 

This  school  is  a  State  institution,  and  is  non-sectarian  in  every  respect. 
There  are  six  different  denominations  in  town,  and  each  has  a  prosperous 
Sabbath  School  and  regular  services,  so  that  students  can  attend  any  church 
their  parents  or  guardians  may  niime.  They  will  be  required  to  attend 
church  regularly  every  Sabbath,  and  be  present  at  the  opening  exercises  of 
the  School  in  the  morning.  This  will  be  insisted  upon.  The  whole  school 
is  expected  to  be  present  at  Chapel  exercises,  which  are  conducted  by  the 
ministers  of  Shepherdstown.  This  institution  is  greatly  indebted  to  all  the 
ministers  of  the  town  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  tlie  school  and  the 
encouragement  given  by  their  aid  in  these  exercises. 
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TEACHERS  RECOMMENDED. 

County  Superintendents  and  others  requiring  teachers  are  requested  to 
correspond  with  the  Principal.  They  are  assured  that  no  incompetent 
teacher  will  be  recommended.  There  are  several  good  teachers,  graduates 
of  this  School,  now  desirous  of  obtaining  situations.  There  are  many 
graduates  of  this  School  now  teaching,  and  they  all  bring  good  reports  of 
their  work. 

STATE  NORMAL  PUPILS- 


Such  pupils  are  admitted  free  of  tuition,  on  condition  that  they  teach  one 
year  in  the  Free  Schools  in  this  State,  at  the  usual  compensation.  Applica- 
tion for  Normal  appointments  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of 
the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides  ;  but  if  the  quota  of  the  county 
is  full,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  of  the  school  the  appli- 
cant desires  to  attend.  The  number  to  which  each  county  is  entitled  has 
recently  been  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  follows  :

TO  PATRONS  AND  STUDENTS. 

The  importance  of  prompt  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  can 
not  be  too  strongly  urged.  The  loss  of  a  few  days  then  is  very  serious,  and 
interferes  greatly  with  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  Equally  as  great  an 
evil  is  the  unnecessary  and  frequent  absences  during  the  term.  One  or  two 
days  lost  in  a  week  or  month  deranges  all  the  pu[>il'8  studies,  puts  him  be- 
hind in  his  class  and  discourages  him.  Time  thus  lost  cannot  be  made  uj) 
without  great  difficulty  and  labor,  and  but  few  ])upils  regain  time  thus 
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lost.  All  students  are  expected  to  comply  fully  and  promptly  with  the 
rules  adopted  by  the  regents  for  "  the  government  of  pupils." 

THE  SCHOOL  YEAR.' 

The  school  year  consists  of  forty  weeks,  and  is  divided  into  three  consecu- 
tive terms  ;  the  first  begins  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  continues 
sixteen  weeks  ;  the  second  begins  January  first,  and  continues  twelve  weeks. 
The  next  school  year  begins  Monday,  September  6,  1886. 

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

Holds  its  annual  meeting  at  Commencement.  It  is  composed  of  all  the 
students  wlio  have  graduated  in  the  Normal  Department.  The  officers  for 
1886  are  :  President,  S.  T.  Knott ;  Vice-President,  A,  Frank  Hess  ;  Record- 
ing Secretary,  Emma  Keesecker  ;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Ella  Kelsey  ;
